Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1964  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  vdth  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No.  l/65» 

The  services  available  to  the  old  people  of  the  District  continue 
to  expand  and  during  the  year  a leaflet  vjas  produced  by  this  Department  in 
association  vdth  the  Old  People's  Y.'elfare  Association,  setting  out  the 
services,  both  statutory  and  voluntary,  available  to  the  elderly.  The 
Day  Centre  and  the  Health  Centres  for  the  Elderly  are  increasing  in 
popularity  and  playing  a very  valuable  part  in  the  welfare  of  old  people. 

It  would  appear  that  this  District  is  a good  place  to  grow  old  in. 

Last  year  marked  the  40th  anniversary  of  the  Coulsdon  and 
Pur ley,  Caterham  and  Warlingham  Care  Committee  and  on  pages  11  and  12  I reproduce 
my  contribution  to  their  Annual  Report.  The  work  of  the  old  Committee 
has  been  taken  over  by  the  nexj  Caterham  and  I'arlingham  Care  Committee 
which  has  got  off  to  a good  start  and  will  continue  and  increase  the  scope 
of  the  good  work  done  by  the  old  Committee. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  advice  and  support  throughout  the 
year  and  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  keen  co-operation.

During  the  year  32?  live  births  were  registered,  being  30  less 
than  last  year's  total.  The  rate  per  thousand  population  was  lii.,2 

comparing  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  18.4  this  rate  being  the 
highest  for  England  and  Wales  since  1947»

During  the  year  331  deaths  were  registered,  this  being  23  less 
than  the  figure  for  1963>  the  rate  per  thousand  being  9*3  compared  with 
11.3  England  and  Wales.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  28.3  compared 

with  the  figure  of  20.0  for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  the  lowest  rate 
ever  recorded  in  this  country.

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CANCER 


The  nvunber  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  was  64;  of  these 
26.5^  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  a decrease  of  4»5%  compared  with 
the  figure  for  196 3 • This  is  to  a large  extent  a preventable  condition 
as  it  has  been  shovm  to  be  associated  with  prolonged  and  heavy  cigarette 
smoking  and,  to  a lesser  extent,  atmospheric  pollution. 

Those  who  find  they  cannot  give  up  smoking  should  have  a yearly 
chest  X-ray  taken.  The  facilities  available  for  this  are  given  on  page  11 
of  this  report  and  anyone  over  I6  years  of  age  can  attend.  The  mental 
relief  of  a negative  diagnosis  is  very  considerable  but  if  some  chest 
condition  is  present,  treatment  at  an  early  stage  has  every  chance  of 
being  successful. 

The  main  sites  of  fatal  cancer  together  with  sex  and  age 
distribution  are  shown  in  the  table  of  deaths  on  page  5»

DISEASES  AG-AIEST  W'HICH  jJAMUNISATION  IS  AVAILABLE. 


Acute  Po liomye litis . 


I am  pleased  to  report  that  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred 
in  the  District  during  1964»  The  Sabin  oral  vaccine  v/as  introduced  in 
February  1962  and  has  the  great  advantage  that  it  prevents  the  carrier 
state  as  well  as  giving  protection  against  the  disease,  and  is  being 
given  as  a booster  dose  to  children  v;ho  have  previously  had  the  Salk 
vaccine. 


Since  the  inception  of  the  Scheme  in  1957>  persons  in 

the  old  South  Eastern  Division  of  Surrey  had  been  vaccinated  against 
poliomyelitis , 


Diphtheria, 


For  the  twelfth  year  in  succession  the  District  v/as  free 
from  this  disease.  Cases  are  still  occurring  in  other  parts  of  the 
country,  however,  indicating  that  immunisation  now  is  as  important  as 
ever.

VThoopdj:^^  ^ough. 


Eight  cases  of  VThooping  cough  were  notified.  Immunisation 
against  this  disease  was  commenced  in  1952  and  the  average  incidence 
has  fallen  considerably  since  then. 

Whooping  cough  is  one  of  the  most  serious  diseases  of  childhood 
and  mothers  appreciate  the  facilities  for  immunisation  vdiich  are  available. 
As  v/hooping  cough  is  most  dangerous  in  the  first  year,  immunisation  should 


be  commenced  as  early  as  the  third  month  of  life.

Tetanus. 

Tetanus  is  not  notifiable  and  its  incidence  is  not  knov/n.  Cases 
do  occur,  however,  and  there  have  been  fatal  cases  in  Surrey  during  recent 
years. 


Parents  are  beginning  to  take  advantage  of  the  immunisation 
scheme  and  all  persons  immunised  should  have  readily  available  at  all  times 
an  accurate  record  of  immimisation  so  that,  in  the  event  of  an  injiory,  the 
correct  type  of  vaccine  or  serum  can  be  administered.

Tuberculosis. 


Seven  cases  of  pulmonary  and  one  case  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Three  deaths  occurred  from  non-pulmonary  tuheroulosis  and  the 
death  rate  for  this  District  per  1,000  population  was  0.08.  The  death 
rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales  was  0.05  per 
1,000  population. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  following  numbers  of  cases  were 
suffering  from  th  disease  and  living  in  the  District,  the  total  being 
17  less  than  for  the  previous  year.

War  Memorial  Hospital,  Brighton  Road,  Purley,  (Uplands  0177)  on  Wednesday, 
mornings  from  9«30  a.m,  to  12.30  p.m. 

The  Mobile  Chest  X-ray  Unit  visits  the  Council  Offices, 

Caterham  every  Tuesday  between  the  hours  of  A. 30  p.m,  and  5.15  p.m. 
and  anyone  over  16  years  of  age  can  attend  for  X-ray  examination. 

During  the  year  116A  persons  attended  the  Unit  for  X-ray.

The  follovd.ng  is  a copy  of  my  review  of  the  work  done  by  the  Old 
Coulsdon  and  Purley,  Caterham  and  Warlingham  Care  Committee,  which  appeared 
in  their  Annual  Report  for  last  year;- 

”This  is  the  40th  Anniversary  of  the  Coulsdon  and  Purley, 

Caterham  and  Tfarlingham  Care  Committee,  A 40th  birthday  is  quite 
an  occasion  and  I should  like  to  mark  this  by  malcing  an  assessment 
of  the  work  the  Care  Committee  has  done  in  its  lifetime.  The  record 
is  impressive.  Both  the  case  rate  and  the  death  rate  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  a fraction  of  what  they  were  forty  years 
ago  and  the  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  also  a fraction 
of  T/hat  it  then  was.  The  challenge  of  tuberculosis  is  still  ?iith  us, 
however,  because  the  case  rate  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  still  more 
than  half  of  T^hat  it  was  forty  years  ago  although  there  has  been  a 
tendency  for  it  to  fall  during  the  past  two  or  three  years. 

"The  outlook  for  tuberculosis  patients  forty  years  ago  was  a 
very  unhappy  one.  Prolonged  stay  in  sanatoria  was  the  only  effective 
treatment  and  this  gave  rise  to  grave  family  and  social  problems  with 
which  the  T.B.Care  Committees  were  formed  to  deal, 

"Those  were  the  days  before  the  Welfare  State  and  the  work  that 
the  Care  Committee,  the  Care  Almoner,  and  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitors  did  in  alleviating  suffering,  supporting  patients  and  their 
families  and  looking  after  the  Yvelfare  of  contacts  was  invaluable  in 
keeping  up  the  morale  of  patients  and  relatives  and  in  keeping  the 
disease  in  check.  The  Care  Committee  Officers  have  given  unsparingly 
their  time  and  consideration  to  the  cases  and  our  thanlcs  are  due  to 
them. 


"A  major  contribution  to  the  fight  against  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  before  the  V/ar  was  the  introduction  of  legislation 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  milk  from  cows  suffering  from  tuberculosis

and  the  general  acceptance  of  pasteurisation  of  milk. 

"Since  the  War  there  has  been  a continuous  improvement  in  nutrition, 
housing  and  the  standard  of  living.  The  outstanding  advance,  however,  was 
in  the  treatment  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  with  the  introduction  of  the 
antibiotic  drugs.  These  have  proved  an  invaluable  asset  to  the  Chest 
Physician. 

"The  next  advance  was  in  the  prevention  and  control  of  the  disease  vd.th 
the  introduction  of  Mass  X-Ray  and  B.C.G-.  vaccination  and,  later  on,  the 
B.C.G-.  vaccination  of  school  children. 

"The  result  of  these  measures  was  that  the  non-pulmonary  death  rate  fell 
and  the  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  probably  fell  also,  as 
there  must  have  been  a large  reservoir  of  cases  of  undiagnosed  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  during  the  years  before  X-ray  examination  was  readily  available 
for  everybody.  The  number  of  notified  cases  however,  did  not  fall  because 
diagnostic  facilities  such  as  Mass  X-ray  and  the  tracing  of  contacts  had 
improved  so  greatly  that  a much  greater  proportion  of  all  cases  in  the 
commimity  was  being  diagnosed  than  in  previous  years.  The  introduction  in 
1959  of  vireekly  visits  of  the  mobile  X-ray  Unit  to  both  Caterham  and  Parley  to 
which  doctors  could  send  any  suspect  cases  and  to  v^hich  members  of  the  public 
can  novj  go  if  they  so  desire  has  been  an  important  factor  in  the  early 
detection  of  tuberculosis. 

"During  the  past  tv/o  years  we  have  taken  on  other  diseases  of  the  chest 
and  this  work  is  increasing.  Primarily  hov/ever,  our  work  is  the  care  of 
tuberculosis  patients  and  this  work  is  by  no  means  over.  In  other  V7ords,  the 
phrase  "finished  at  forty"  does  not  apply  to  the  Coulsdon  and  Parley,  Caterham 
and  V.arlingham  Care  Committee*" 


Smallpox. 


The  necessity  for  obtairdng  and  maintaining  protection  against  this 
disease  has  been  stressed  by  the  outbreaks  that  have  occxxrred  in  various  parts 
of  the  country  in  previous  years.  The  following  figures  show  the  number  of 
vaccinations  and  re-va,ccinations  carried  out  in  1964:“'

DISEASES  AGAINST  WHICH  IMMUNISATION  IS  NOT.  AVAILZ-BLE. 


Scarlet  Fever. 


The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  dxoring  the  year  was 
seven.  Although  immunisation  is  not  available  against  this  disease,  both  its 
severity  and  incidence  rate  have  fallen  in  recent  years. 
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Measles. 


The  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  v/as  191,  follov/ing  514- 
cases  in  1963*  The  disease  v;as  of  a mild  type.  Three  cases  were  reported 
to  have  been  admitted  to  hospital. 


Nine  cases  of  the  mild  sonne  variety  of  dysentery  were  notified. 
This  condition  is  highly  irufectiouso  G-reater  attention  by  everyone  to 
personal  hygiene  and  to  cleanliness  in  the  preparation  and  cooking  of  food 
T^ould  help  to  reduce  the  incidence  rate  of  this  disease  throughout  the 
country. 


Food  Poisoning. 


Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  19^4  and  all  were 
due  to  organisms  of  the  salmonella  group. 


ACCrPENTS  IN  THE  HOME. 


Accidents  in  the  Home  are  an  important  cause  of  disability  and 
death,  especially  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  and  elderly  persons. 
Below  is  an  analysis  of  the  returns  received  from  the  Surrey  County  Ambulance 
Service,  but  these  figures  show  only  those  accidents  to  which  an  ambulance 
¥«ras  called  and  do  not,  by  any  means,  present  a complete  picture  of  the  total 
number  of  home  accidents  v^hich  occurred  in  the  District.

Eight  deaths,  other  than  those  caused  by  motor  vehicles,  are 
recorded  a.s  being  the  result  of  accidents. 

Propaganda  on  the  prevention  of  home  accidents  should  be  directed 
on  as  broad  a front  as  possible,  and  for  this  reason  the  health  visitors 
have  made  a point  of  bringing  out  aspects  of  home  safety  in  their  discussions 
with  parents.  They  also  distribute  leaflets,  home  safety  hand-books  etc,, 
as  need  arises.  All  expectant  mothers  are  invited  to  attend  a course  of 
six  lectures  on  mothercraft  and  these  lectures  include  different  aspects  of 
home  safety  and  in  addition  there  is  one  lectiore  entirely  devoted  to  it. 

The  health  visitors  also  give  lectures  with  films  and  film  strips  to  old 
people's  clubs  and  other  organisations  for  old  people  on  home  safety 
especially  directed  tov/ards  the  type  of  accidents  to  v/hich  old  people  are 
prone .

The  old  people’s  clubs  have  done  an  outstanding  service  in  giving 
old  people  an  interest  in  life  and  a feeling  that  they  are  still  valued  but  some 
old  people  do  not  like  a club  atmosphere  and  there  are  all  too  many  too  frail  to 
join  in  the  club  activities.  Health  Centres  for  the  Elderly  can  give  many  of 
these  old  people  a new  lease  of  life,  as  well  as  being  of  value  to  those  well 
enough  to  attend  clubs  and  our  three  Centres  in  the  District  are  meeting  this 
need.  The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association  and  the  VY omen’s  Voluntary  Service 
play  an  essential  part  in  these  Centres. 


The  staff  consists  of  a team  of  voluntary  workers,  three  health 
visitors  and  a physiotherapist.  A medical  officer  does  not  attend;  the 
general  practitioners  regard  the  health  visitors  as  acting  as  almoners  on  their 
behalf.  Advice  on  health  matters  including  diet  is  given,  welfare  foods  are 
sold  and  physiotherapy  is  carried  out.  The  effects  of  an  improved  diet  and 
vitamin  supplements  and  the  gentle  physiotherapy  exercises  are  very  noticeable. 
At  first  the  old  people  often  look  dull  and  ill  - many  have  not  been  out  of 
doors  for  weeks;  they  come  in  using  walking  sticks  and  are  so  tottery  that 
they  have  to  be  helped  to  get  up  from  their  chairs,  but  after  only  a few  weeks 
the  improvement  is  quite  remarkable. 


The  handicapped,  especially  handicapped  old  people,  are  a special 
problem;  they  are  confined  to  home  and  have  gradually  lost  all  their  interests 
and  friends.  To  meet  their  need  the  Women's  Voluntary  Service  continue  to 
run  the  Day  Centre  in  the  Scoute  Hut,  Godstone  Road,  Caterham  Valley,  in 
co-operation  with  the  Caterham  and  District  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association. 
Handicapped  old  people  are  taken  by  car  to  the  Centre  at  about  11  a.m.  and 
there  they  get  coffee,  lunch  and  tea  and  are  taken  home  again  in  the  evening. 
This  relieves  their  relatives  for  the  day,  but  of  course  the  outstanding 
benefit  is  to  the  old  people  themselves;  they  feel  they  are  back  in  the 
community  again.  They  get  companionship  from  the  other  old  people  and 
affectionate  support  from  the  volunteers.  They  have  sing-songs,  play  cards, 
play  dominoes,  knit  or  do  anything  else  they  fancy. 

Physiotherapy  is  provided  and  the  results  have  been  outstanding. 

The  physical  condition  as  well  as  the  mental  condition  of  all  the  old  people 
has  improved  greatly.  A chiropodist  attends  one  afternoon  a month  on 
Thursdays. 


Many  of  the  old  people  now  attending  this  Centre  had  not  been  out 
of  their  houses  for  years  before  this  Centre  was  opened,  and  felt  xmwanted. 
Their  lives  have  been  renewed  for  them  by  this  Centre  and  I cannot  speak 
too  highly  of  the  good  work  it  has  done. 

In  addition,  for  a trial  period  of  three  months,  the  Y/omen's 
Volimtary  Service  are  running  a Lunch  Club  every  Wednesday  at  the  Centre, 
for  able-bodied  persons  over  the  age  of  65  years.  Here  a first  class  meal 
can  be  purchased  in  congenial  company  and  in  many  cases  these  old  folk  have 
a cooked  meal  that  they  would  not  bother  to  prepare  at  home.  This  ventiire 
is  proving  a great  success  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  sufficient  support  v/ill 
be  forthcoming  for  this  service  to  continue. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  for  this  District  is  obtained  from  the  East  Surrey 
Water  Company  v/hich  has  works  and  resources  in  neighbouring  areas;  treatment 
includes  softening  and  chlorination.  The  supply  v/as  satisfactory  at  all 
times  in  respect  of  quality  and  quantity.  The  natural  fluoride  content  is 
between  0.1  and  0.15  parts  per  million. 

Systematic  sampling  of  water  going  into  supply  for  bacteriological 
analysis,  is  undertaken  in  association  wdth  other  districts  which  are 
supplied  by  the  same  Company,  Four  samples  from  this  District  were 
submitted  for  examination  in  1964* 

As  in  previous  years,  the  East  Surrey  V/ater  Company  supplied  the 
Department  with  monthly  reports  on  the  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  of  treated  water.

There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District  but  members  of  the 
public  are  admitted,  on  payment,  to  a small  private  bath  run  by  a local 
organisation  for  the  benefit  of  its  members;  this  bath  is  also  used  by 
several  schools  in  the  neighbourhood  for  swimming  sessions  and  was  open  to 
them  from  1st  Jxine  until  the  end  of  July  when  it  was  closed  for  repairs  and 
overhaul  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  In  addition,  there  are  two  baths  attached 
to  private  schools  in  the  District  and  a swimming  bath  owned  by  the  War 
Department  and  situated  in  the  Caterham  Barracks  which  is  used  by  local 
schools  and  other  local  organisations. 

Regular  visits  are  made  by  the  Council’s  inspectors  to  these  baths 
to  ensure  that  they  are  satisfactorily  maintained  and  operated.  Chlorine 
checks  are  made  from  time  to  time  and  tv/enty-four  samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  analysis  during  the  course  of  the  year.  Two  samples  proved 
to  be  unsatisfactory  due  to  an  unknown  cause.  Subsequent  samples  taken  at 
this  bath  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  All  baths  are  provided  with  continuous 
filtration  and  automatic  chlorination  plants. 
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SEWERAGE. 


The  Caterham  and  Warlingham  Urban  District  consists  of  six 
villages,  of  which  four  are  adequately  sewered  and  one  partly  sewered. 
Woldingham  Village  is  not  sewered,  primarily  because  the  village  is  spread 
over  a wide  sparsely  populated  area  remote  from  existing  main  sewers. 

The  new  sewer  from  Pur ley  Corner  to  Warham  Road,  Croydon  is  now 
finished  and  the  Council's  plans  for  putting  the  greater  part  of  Chaldon 
on  main  drainage  are  completed  and  awaiting  Ministry  approval. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXilMINATIONS . 


To  assist  in  the  early  and  correct  diagnosis  of  certain  diseases, 
speciments  are  collected  by  this  department  at  the  request  of  local  doctors 
and  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  West  Park  Hospi.tal,  Epsom.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  n^r  Annual  Report  on  the  \.ork 
of  the  Piiblic  Health  Inspectors  and  on  other  natters  incidental  to  the 
health  and  elf  are  of  the  coanunity. 

The  introduction  of  new  legislation  continues  to  place  further 
and  wider  responsibilities  on  local  authorities  and  this  applies  in  the 
case  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  19^3,  a long  overdue 
measirre  aimed  at  securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  employees  on 
such  premises,  which  came  into  force  during  1964.  As  may  be  expected 
with  the  introduction  of  such  a major  measure,  considerable  time  and 
attention  had  to  be  devoted  by  the  staff  to  the  assimilation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  to  the  administrative  arrangements  necessary 
to  apply  the  Act,  in  collaboration  with  H.M.Factory  Inspectorate  and  the 
County  Fire  Authority. 

The  Act  introduces  features  new  to  workers  in  the  public  health 
field  relevant  to  safety  precautions  and  accidents. 

After  the  preliminary  time  allowed  for  the  registration  of  the 
premises  involved,  inspections  were  commenced  during  September  by  the 
Council’s  Inspectors,  assisted  by  Mr .W.J. Woodards  who  was  appointed 
during  the  year  to  assist  with  the  increasing  burden  of  work  placed  on  the 
Department;  this  Officer  is  being  trained  to  take  over  the  main 
responsibility  for  inspections  under  the  Act,  as  part  of  his  duties.  The 
progress  made  with  the  administration  of  the  Act  is  referred  to  elsewhere 
in  this  report. 

Other  new  legislation  claiming  attention  during  the  year 
consisted  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964  and  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishments 
Act  1964#  the  last  a measure  intended  to  improve  conditions  under  which 
dogs  and  cats  are  boarded  out. 

The  comparatively  long  spell  of  relief  from  changes  in  office 
staff  was  broken  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  V.King  who  had  been  employed 
as  Junior  Clerk/ohorthand '-Typist  in  the  Department  for  over  five  years; 
her  place  was  taken  by  Miss  B. Harris. 

The  unreserved  support  and  assistance  given  by  members  of  the 
staff  in  the  work  of  the  Department  throughout  the  year  and  in  the 
compilation  of  this  report  is  gratefully  acknowledged,

Defects  to  two  public  sewers,  maintainable  by  the  Council  at  the 
expense  of  the  owners  concerned,  involving  two  groups  of  houses,  were  dealt 
with  in  the  course  of  the  year  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


Residents  continue  to  rely  on  the  Council's  services  for  clearing 
choked  drains,  partly  as  a result  of  difficulty  in  procuring  the  services 
of  a plumber  or  builder  to  attend  to  such  matters.  The  Council  are  under 
no  obligation  to  clear  choked  private  drainage  systems,  but  the  continuance 
of  such  a service  is  advisable  to  prevent  complaints  and  nuisances  arising 
therefrom  \/hich,  in  any  case,  the  Council  might  eventually  have  to  deal  with 
under  their  statutory  pov/ers.  A charge  is  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  clearing 
private  drains.

Complaints  concerning  the  disrepair  of  tenanted  houses  falling 
to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts  continue  at  a low  level.  Only 
one  application  for  a certificate  of  disrepair  was  received  under  the  Rent 
Act. 


In  contrast  to  the  years  preceding  the  last  ‘l^ar  there  is  much 
less  evidence  of  houses  being  allowed  to  deteriorate  to  a stage  inviting 
demolition  procedure.  The  scarcity  of  building  land  for  new  housing  has 
increased  the  value  placed  upon  the  smaller  and  older  type  of  dwelling 
and  many  of  these,  the  repair  and  improvement  of  vjhich  would  not  have  been 
considered  worth  while  in  the  past,  have  been  given  an  extended  lease  of 
life  following  the  displacement  of  tenants  by  owner-occupiers. 


In  seel<lng  to  reduce  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  housing 
list,  the  Council’s  problem  might  be  said  to  be  related  to  the  availability 
for  acquisition  of  sites  occupied  by  the  poorer  class  of  properties  which 
are  capable  of  being  redeveloped  at  higher  densities.  The  following 
figirres,  supplied  by  the  Housing  Manager,  give  some  indication  of  the

Y/ith  the  increase  in  water  consumption,  the  capacity  of  a 
number  of  the  older  cesspools  in  Chaldon  can  no  longer  be  considered 
adequate,  and  some  of  these  now  require  more  frequent  emptying.  Under

This  branch  of  the  cleansing  service  is  controlled  by 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  a]J.owing  for  the  collection  of  refuse 
at  weekly  intervals  v/ith  the  aid  of  compression  type  vehicles  loaded 
from  dustbins  or  skips. 

During  the  year,  tipping  v&s  finally  transferred  from  the 
Fosterdown  Tip  to  the  G-rove  Road  site  and  arrangements  vrere  continued 
vath  the  Central  Electricity  Board  for  a supply  of  primary  cover  in 
the  form  ^f  fly  ash  which  is  spread  over  the  refuse  and  compacted  by 
an  angle-dozer;  fly  ash  acts  as  a deterrent  both  to  flies  and  rodents 
and  no  difficulty  has  been  expei-ienced  in  dealing  with  the  minor 
infestations  which  occasionally  occiu’  around  the  perimeter  of  the 
tips. 


Like  most  local  authorities  the  Council  is  beset  with  the 
problems  arising  from  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  rubbish,  including 
abandoned  or  derelict  cars,  by  the  less  enlightened  and  considerate 
members  of  the  public.  The  necessity  for  dumping  items  of  discarded 
household  goods  is  not  obvious,  since  the  Council  have  arrangements 
for  collecting  the  larger  and  bulkier  items  of  household  effects  on 
request.  The  provision  of  baling  presses  at  suitable  points  has  been 
advocated  as  one  method  of  dealing  with  derelict  cars  to  the  best 
advantage . 


It  is  hoped  that  future  generations  will  be  educated  to 
adopt  a more  enlightened  attitude  towards  the  disposal  of  rubbish 
before  interplanetary  travel  becomes  a possibility,  bringing  with  it 
the  temptation  of  using  outer  space  for  the  same  purpose,  which  might 
lead  to  the  introduction  of  "flying  bedsteads"  to  another  sphere  i 


One  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District,  belonging  to

The  frozen  foods  siarrendered  for  destruction  resulted  mainly 
from  plant  refrigeration  failures,  and  since  this  involves  a loss  in 
weight  and  quality  cf  the  food  once  defrosted,  it  is  accepted  by  the 
trade  as  being  unmarketable.

Nineteen  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  food,  ten  of  which  necessitated  visits  to 
local  shops  or  corDrespondence  with  the  manufacturers  regarding  various 
shortcomings;  no  basis  for  complaint  was  found  in  the  nine  remaining 
cases. 


Much  more  attention  is  no\¥  being  paid  by  shopkeepers  to  the 
proper  rotation  of  stock,  especially  to  food  with  a short  shelf  life, 
and  it  was  only  necessary  during  the  ^'■ear  to  issue  one  warning  in  respect 
of  the  sale  of  a meat  pasty  which  was  affected  by  moulds. 
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In  the  case  of  a cciaplaint  which  led  to  a small  consignment  of 
mouldy  butter  being  condemned^  the  blame  appeared  to  lie  with  the  firm 
responsible  for  blending  the  butter  rather  thrui  with  the  distributor  or 
shopkeeper.  This  incident  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  all  three 
parties  and  the  need  for  extreme  vigilance  in  the  production,  transport  and 
storage  of  perishable  food  was  stressed. 

On  the  negative  side,  what  was  thought  to  be  a "foreign  body"  in 
the  substance  of  luncheon  meat  v/as  in  fact  a concentration  of  ground 
seasoning. 


"Glass"  in  a meat  extract  was  identified  as  crystals  resulting  from 
the  contents  undergoing  a chemical  and  harmless  change. 

An  aura  of  mystery  and  intrigue  sinrrounded  a request  for  the 
examination  of  a poxtly  consumed  bottle  of  beer,  received  as  a gift  from  a 
person  whose  identity  w’as  suspected  but  not  established,  which  on 
consumption  by  the  recipient  v/as  alleged  to  have  resulted  in  sickness  rather 
than  stimulation.  Any  alarm  that  may  have  been  engendered  as  to  any  nefarious 
intent  on  the  part  of  the  donor  or  as  to  the  compositicn  of  the  beer  supplied 
by  the  brewers  vms  dispelled  by  the  receipt  of  a satisfactory  report  from  the 
Public  Analyst.

A reminder  that  the  absence  of  satisfactory  covers  over  feed 
tanks  to  hot  water  systems  could  lead  to  serious  contamination  of  ws.ter, 
which  could  be  carried  to  the  mouth  and  cause  illness,  was  stressed  when  an 
investigation  into  a complaint  was  made  concerning  the  presence  of  impurities 
in  the  hot  water  supply,  subsequently  identified  as  the  remains  of  flies, 
moths,  bees,  pupae  etc. 

Bodies  of  birds,  bats, • mice  and  rats  have  been  found  in  unprotected 
water  storage  tanks,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a feeling  of  revulsion  would 
result  if  some  occupiers  v/ere  to  take  the  trouble  to  examine  the  condition  of 
such  tanks  in  their  roof  space.  This  might  alert  some  to  the  impropriety  of 
being  tempted  to  make  use  of  the  hot  water  tap  for  gargling  and  cleaning  of 
teeth,  let  alone  others  who  might  even  allow  themselves  the  indulgence  of 
swallowing  bath  water  or  of  allowing  small  children  the  privilege  of  sucking  the 
flannel  or  sponge,  a not  imcommon  trait. 

It  follows  that  occupiers  should  assure  themselves  that  such  tanks 
are  kept  clean,  properly  covered  and  at  the  same  time  adeqizately  insulated  as 
a protection  against  frost.

Of  the  112  food  samples  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis  eight,  or 
of  the  total,  ?rere  found  to  be  irregular  as  against  1^-^  for  the  year 

1963. 


Four  of  these  products  were  marketed  with  minor  inaccuracies  or 
CLiissions  applying  to  the  declaration  of  contents  on  the  label;  a further 
product,  from  a foreign  source,  was  marketed  under  a label  confusing  lobster 
wdth  crayfish.  Two  other  products,  by  reference  to  illustration  and  wording  on 
the  label,  were  considered  to  be  misleading. 

In  all  the  above  cases  the  importers  or  manufacturers  concerned 
lindertook  to  secure  the  necessary  revision  of  the  labels  to  comply  v;ith  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order. 

The  remaining  sample,  one  of  milk,  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat; 
after  investigation  at  the  farm  the  deficiency  vras  attributed  to  a sudden  drop 
of  temperature  ovex'night,  prior  to  milking,  which  could  have  been  accentuated 
by  the  absence  of  arrangements  for  the  bulk  mixing  of  millc  at  the  farm  before 
bottling.

The  Council's  sewers  continue  to  remain  comparatively  free  from 
infestation  by  rats.  A 10^  test  of  all  the  sewers  in  the  District 
revealed  only  small  infestations  at  three  points  on  the  Caterham  (high 
level)  system.  Treatment  was  carried  out  in  May  v/hen  si:c  partial  takes 
were  recorded  and  again  in  October,  when  no  infestation  was  found. 

In  agreement  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  fiorther  treatment  of  the  sewers  has  been  deferred  until  the  Spring 
of  1966. 


The  surface  rat  infestations  encountered  were  all  of  a minor 
nature  apart  from  one  major  infestation  discovered  at  a lay-by  on  the 
By-pass.  By  arrangement  with  the  County  Highways  Authority  some  62 
poison  baits  were  laid  at  this  point,  resulting  in  an  estimated  kill  of 
close  on  200  ratsj  a much  smaller  infestation  was  also  dealt  with  at  a 
further  lay-by.  It  v;as  evident  that  the  rats  had  been  attracted  to  these 
sites  by  the  presence  of  food  discarded  by  road  users. 

The  Council  continued  contracts  with  the  County  Council  for  the 
treatment  of  rodent  infestations  at  their  premises,  mainly  schools,  and 
similarly  in  respect  of  a private  nursing  hone  in  the  District.

Noise  complaints  dealt  with  were  confined  to  a high-pitched 
whistle  emanating  from  an  electric  motor  with  worn  bearings,  noise  in  the 
early  hours  of  the  morning  from  a coal  yard  employing  loading  machinery, 
disturbance  cause  by  skiffle-group  meetings  at  a local  hall  and  noise 
resulting  from  chimes  operated  by  ice-cream  vendors. 

Evening  investigations  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  disturbance 
caused  by  the  skiffle-groups  were  cut  short  by  the  discontinuance  of  the 
use  of  the  premises  for  this  purpose. 

Three  of  the  complaints  received  concerning  the  use  of  chimes 
T7ere  directed  not  so  much  to  the  level  of  noise  made  by  individual 
vendors  as  to  the  combined  effect  of  several  vendors  follovidng  closely 
upon  one  another,  or  operating  at  the  same  time,  in  one  area.  Letters 
subsequently  addressed  to  vendors  requesting  them  to  exercise  more 
restraint  in  the  use  of  chimes  appeared  to  have  the  desired  effect. 

Tvio  ice-cream  vendors  were  cautioned  regarding  the  use  of  chimes 
outside  the  permitted  hours  of  12  noon  to  7 p.m. 

In  addition,  informal  action  regarding  the  noise  made  by  a 
cockerel  resulted  in  its  early  demise  and  representations  made  to  agents 
concerning  the  lack  of  privacy  resulting  from  the  transmission  of  noise 
between  two  flats  resulted  in  improved  sound-proofing.

After  ascertaining  the  v/ishes  of  the  shopkeepers  concerned, 
follc?d.ng  representations  made  by  a trade  association,  the  Council  revoked  the 
Caterham  and  V/arlingham  Half -Holiday  Order,  made  in  1931^  which  required 
grocers  and  provision  merchants  to  close  their  shops  on  v. ednesday  afternoons 
for  the  weekly  half-holiday. 

Since  the  Order  was  made,  the  pattern  of  trading  has  changed 
considerably  and  v/here  at  one  time  many  shopkeepers  kept  to  a specified 
trade,  it  has  now  become  increasingly  common  for  shopkeepers  to  operate 
mixed  shops  from  which  more  the.n  one  trade  is  carried  on,  - taking  super- 
markets as  a modern  example.  The  Caterham  and  T/arlingham  Order  did  not 
apply  to  such  mixed  shops,  v/here  groceries  .'.ud  ; revisions  s'.iglit  be  sold  in  tlie 
absence  of  an  Order  providing  for  the  half— hnniday  to  be  observed  on  a 
particular  day  fcr  that  class  of  shop. 

The  revocation  of  the  Order  rernsves  an  anomaly  which  existed 
between  one  class  of  trader  and  the  others,  and  all  traders  in  the  District 
are  now  entitled  to  close  on  the  half-day  of  their  choice  most  suited  to 
their  trading  and  staffing  requirements. 

The  Council  made  an  Order  for  the  suspension  of  the  operation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  General  Closing  hours  and  of  the 
Council’s  Early  Closing  Orders  during  the  Christmas  season,  namely  from 
December  21st  to  24th, 
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Tv;o  licences  were  renewed  for  a further  year  to  keep  a pet  shop 
At  the  premises  concerned,  sa.tisfactory  provision  was  made  as  regards 
acconmiodaticn,  clecnliness,  attendance,  food  and  drink.

The  above  Act  provides  for  the  registration  of  such  premises 
where  persons  are  employed  and  lays  dov/n  general  requirements  in  respect 
of  cleanliness,  overcruwdD.ng,  temperature,  ventilation,  lighting, 
sanitary  conveniences,  wasliing  facilities,  drinloing  water,  accommodation 
for  clothing,  seating  arrengoments,  eating  facilities,  floors,  staircases 
passages,  fencing  and  cleaniixg  of  machinery,  operating  dangerous 
machinery,  first  aid,  nctafJ. cation  of  accidents  etc. 

Despite  the  pub city  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Act,  a fa.l.’^ly  high  percentage  of  occupiers  failed 
to  register  their  premises  d.-rlng  the  period  allowed,  ending  on  31st  July 
By  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  most  of  the  defaulters  had  been  visited 
and  encoioraged  or  assisted  to  make  the  necessary  return.
